DAIRY BREEDS 
AND FEEDS. 


Experiments at the Wisconsin sta- 
tion show what can be done by the 
Gairyman when the cows are properly 
fed and cared for. The dairy herd at 
the station has been established about 
ten years. Complete records have been 
kept for the production of milk and 
butter fat, and almost every kind of 
experiment has been tested In feeding 
and management. The herd of thirty 
fepresents the leading breeds, includ- 
ing Jerseys, Holsteins, Ayrshires and 
Brown Swiss. : 

The Holstein cow Johanna last year 
as well as the preceding year ranked 
first in net profit yielded over and 
above the cost of her feed. She gave

milk 837 days during the year and 
Produced 13.186.2 pounds of milk and 
477.96 pounds of butter fat, the aver- 
age fat content of her milk for the 
year being 3.62 per vent. 

The Jersey cow Macella ranked sec- 
ond in net profit yielded during the 
past year, receiving credit for a pro- 
@uction of 7,782.1 pounds of Wilk and 
442.86 pounds of fat (average fut con- 
tent, 5.68 per cent); value of products, 
6123.04; cost of feed, $43.08; net profit, 
$80.01. This cow ranked third among 
the cows in the herd during the pre 
ceding year, with a production of 
6,973 pounds of mi!k, 411.51 pounds of 
fat (average fat content, 5.90 per cent) 
and a net profit of $1.87.

Foot Lameness in Horses. 
A. B. Alexander, V. 8., explodes the 


old idea that a horse can become | 


“chest foundered.” He says that such 
Cases are those suffering from chronic 
founder (laminitis), which affects the 
feet and not the chest. In old stand- 
ing cases of foot lameness the chest 


muscles may waste away in sympathy, | 


and that fact bas led to the “cheat 
founder’ idea, Such a horse should 
be shod with wide webbed, flat bar 
shoes, put on over a dressing of tar 
and oakum and a thick leather sole. 
Then clip off the hair and bilster the 
hoof beads (corovets) of fore feet with 
a mixture of one dram of biniodide of 
Mercury and two ounces of cerate of 
cantharides rubbed tn for fifteen min- 
utes. Wash biister off in forty-eight 
hours, then apply lard dally. Blister 
every three or four weeks, 


Extra Milking Unprefitable. 

Experiments made recently by the 
Vermont experiment station show that 
whep milked three times a day each 
cow gave the most and poorest milk 
fo the morning, Jess of the richest milk 
at noon and the least of a medium 
quality at night. The fat content only 
Ouctuated the several solids not fat 
remaining unaltered. The trials seemed 
to Indicate that as a regular farm 
practice there is not enough to be 
gained from an estra milking to re- 
pay its cost, As a temporary means 
of increasing the fow it may prove of 
use, 


Dirt For Horses.

SIERRA LEONE DANCERS. 


Girls Smear Mixture of White Earth 
and Grease on Their Faces. | 

In the Sierra Leone district of west- 

‘tn Africa is a secret society known 


as the Bundu, to which are attached 
Jancing schools. 


when they are about 9 or 10 years old, 
and stay there for three or four years, 
They are looked after and taught by | 
an elder woman, and live in a sort of | 
convent or retreat, never leaving its | 
precincts unaccompaniéd by their 
duenna, | 
So great is the reverence for this | 
society that no man Mare set his foot 


within the sacred precincts. If he 
did, death would probably be the 
punishment of his curiosity. The 


girls pay an entrance fee, and during 
their stuy are initiated into the secret 
tribal customs, They have a special 
costume, consisting of strings of big 
beads made from a long, thin cane 
round their waists, and their high 
coiffure is adorned with bunches of 
round, black, shiny seeds. 

The costume worn when the girls 
are sufficiently skillful to give pub- 
lic performances consists of a sort of 
| netting covering the body, with 
branches of palmleaf fibre swinging 
from the plaited bangles entwining 
their arms. Charms are suspended 
from the neck, and to various parts of 
the garments are fastened little iron 
\ rings which tinkle as the dance govs 
on, 

It, is, however, not so much in the 
dress as in the manner in which the 
dancers decorate their faces that the 
Sierra Leone dances are peculiar. A 
mixture of white earth and grease {s 
smeared upon the countenance, and 
then quaint devices are traced upon 
the cheeks. The girls are graceful 
and swing their bodies in tune to 
the beat of a tom-tom made out of a 
gourd,

Trey Work In Forests and Mills ere 
paring Teakwood for Market.

sorts of lumber at the direction of 
their masters. Every saw mill has its 
elephants and there are some compan- 
ies which .employ several hundred. 
The average institution, however, can 


costly, a green one bringing $800 and 
a prize worker often as much as 
$2,000, 

The elephants come from the forests 
of Upper Burma. The wild ones are 
all owned by the Government, which 
has an elephant department to catch 
and care for them. The elephant com- 
missioner keeps track of the wild 
herds and annually sends out men to 
hunt them-and catch the young bulls, 
which are trained and are finally dis- 
posed of to the lumbermen. , 

These huge beasts handle logs of 
great weight, writes F. G. Carpenter, 
writing of scenes he has visited. “An 
elephant would kneel down before the 
‘middle of a log, crowd his tusks un- 
der it and then, throwing his great 
trunk over the top, would raise it 
bodily and carry it to the truck upon 
which it was to be pushed to the buzz 
saw. Hf the log proved very heavy he 
would rest one end on the ground and 
drag it. An elephant piling lumber 
would lift the timbers up and lay 
them down on the others as evenly 
as though it had measured each piece 
In some cases where it was necessary 
to carry two logs at a time the men 
tied a rope around them and the ele- 
phant would pick up Yhe end of the 
rope with his trunk and place it over 
his tusk and then, raising his head, 
walk off with it. The elephants gather 
up the scraps of lumber and lay them 
so that the workmen can’ rope them 
into bundles, They also work at pil- 
ing the boards and loading for the 
steamers, G 

At the lumber camps they not only 
carry the logs to the streams, but aid 
in forming the rafts and booms. They 
wade or swim about, according to the 
depth of the water, towing the logs 
{this way and that. When the logs 
}eome to the ports they break the 
booms by pushing out the key log. 
| They then take the timbers out of the 
| water and put them on the cars, which 
carry them ¢o the mill. In some 
places the elephants work together, 
and there are boss elephants who keep 
the others up to their work and pound 
them with their trunks when they lag. 
They have to be carefully fed, and 
each must have his bath twice a day 
During this operation they aj 
while buckets of water 
over them. After that 
scrub them with ro 
curry them, as it 
the water is dash 
wag their tails an 
grunt in joy.

THE GLEICHEN CALL. 


FRENCH OPENED THE ROAD, 


How the General Cleared the Way at 
Klipdrift, South Africa. 


Many Canadians are probably un- 
aware of how brilliant a soldier Gen. 
Sir John French, who is now in Can- 
ada on a mission to inspect the mili 
tary forces of this Dominion, really is. 
By critics as disinterested as the Ger- 
man military attaches who accompan- 
ied the British forces in the South 
African campaign he is regarded as 
one of the most brilliant cavalry lead. 
ers who ever commanded men. The 
feat which impressed them, and which 
is described at length in their report 
on the tactics and strategy with eer 
the war was conducted made for th 
German War Office, occurred at Klip- 
drift, on the road to Kimberley. Gen. 
French was in command of the force 
which sought to open the way to Kim- 
berley then under siege. He advanc- 
ed with a force of six thousand cav- 
alry and a supporting force of artil- 
lery, and on arrival at Klipdrift it 
was found that the Boers had fortified 
every height on the other side of a 
deep valley and had, as they thought, 
absolutely blocked the road to Kim 
berley, since they could not be dis 
lodged except at terrible loss of life 
and by an enormously superior force. 
Scantthy the hills with his glasses 
Gen. French discerned what is known 
as a “saddle” or gap between two 
hills. The Boers had so fortified the 
slopes of these that on short notice 
they could annihilate Lt A force that 
attempted to get throug the gap. 
Quick as a flash an inspiration came 
He at once gave orders for 
his artillery to open fire and thus 
draw on themselves the fire of the 
guns of the Boers on the opposite 
height. This was but a cover for his 
main scheme. His whole force of six

THE PEAT INDUSTRY. 


Dominion'’s New Venture Has 1 
Promising Future. 
There is considerable interest is 


Alfred, Ont., and in the surrounding 
bbs in the Dominion Government! 
peat plant, which has just been start 
ed there, and which is the first ven 
ture of the kind made by the Federal 
authorities in this country. 

Several previous efforts to manu 
facture a commercial peat fuel if 
Canada_ had failed, so Dr, Eugene 
Haanel and other officials of the Do 
tminion Mines Branch fecently decid. 
ed to establish an experimental peal 
plant. 

The Government acquired a peat 
bog of 300 acres located at Alfred, 
near Caledonia Springs, Ontario, filts 
miles from the Capital. A storage 
shed that will hold 300 tons of ain 
dried peat was built; also a black 
smith shop and an office, Afte1 
machinery was installed, men were 
set at work digging out the peat belt, 
and making it into small squares, or, 
a8 they are called, peat briquettes, 

The process of manufacture is com 
i The peat is shov. 
eled into a carrier, which carries i! 
upwards until it falls into what is 
known as a hopper. If it is not, when 
taken {rom the ground, moist enough, 
water is automatically sprayed on it, 
una then it passes trom the hoppet 
out into the conveyors, which dump 
it at a spot where a device for cutting 
it up into blocks passes over it. 

This device passes over it in one 
direction, making fourteen straight 
cuts. Then it is cut at right angles 
to this. This leaves what looks fixe 
several hundred pieces of black clay, 
shaped a little larger than bricks, 
Nature does most of the rest. Thes¢

KING'S INHERITED PRIVILEGES, 


He Has a Monopoly on the Printing 
of Bible and Prayer Books. 


The King is sole owner of the beds 
of all tidal-rivers in Great Britain. 
He is also proprietor of all that part 
of ‘the shore surrounding the British 
coasts which lies between high and 
low water mark. ‘He may put this 
to any use Which he thinks fit, Of 
eeourse theoretically, he is owner of 
every inch of British soil, but he 
would not dare to put this proprietor- 
ship to actual test. Any new land 
discovered by any of his subjects be- 
comes his, Had a Britisher been the 
discoverer of the North Pole, the 
North Pole would have been King 
Edward’s, and would now have pass- 
ed into the ownership of King George. 
Again, if an island were to arise sud. 
denly within the three-mile radius of 
the seas surrounding the British Isles 
it would immediately become the 
Property of the reigning sovereign. 

The King has the sole right to print 
the Bible, the Book of Common 


| Prayer, and alt Acts of Parliament ‘n 


the United Kingdom. If he so de- 
sired he could forbid the printing of 
any or all of them within the British 
dominions, 

The sturgeon and the whale are 
popularly known as royal fish.

He welcomed all these honors 
in order that he might be associated 
with all fields of the national life.

USED GEORGIAN ROUTE 


CHAMPLAIN WENT OVER THE 
PROJECTED CANAL. 


When the Great Explorer Started In- 
|} land Ha Chose For His Journey to 
the West the Ottawa Rivcr, Lake 
Nipissing and Down the French 
Into Georgian Bay—The Nipissings 
Were Superstitious Indians. 


The first governor of Canada to 
pass beneath the bold cliff on which 
now stands the federal capitol, to 
navigate the Great Lakes and traverse 
what is \oplay the fair Province of 
Ontario, was Samuel de Champlain, 
“the crusader, the romance-loving ex- 
plorer, the curious knowledge-seekin 
traveler, the practical navigator.’ 
, Champlain's first journey to the West 
was made, not by way of the Upper 
St. Lawrence River, the great water- 
way of the present time, but up the 
Ottawa, across Lake Nipissing and 
down the French River into the Geor- 
gian Bay. This route, it is claimed, 
will be the greater watérway of the 
future, when made available by the 
construction of the. Georgian Bay 
Canal. The Government engineers, in 
making the sutveys for this: proposed 
gigantic work, practically followed/in 
the footsteps of Champlain. 

On his first trip up the Ottawa, 
made in the early summer of 1613, 
Champlain did not proceed much be- 
ond the point where the Coulonge 
iver, flowing down from the north 
through what is now the County of 
Pontiac, joins the Ottawa a short dis- 
tance above the Calumet Islands. He 
had heard of the Great Lakes; the in- 
land “‘seas of sweet water,” and of the 
Luke of the Nipissings, but at the In- 
dian settlement reached on the Upper 
Ottawa guides could not be procured 
to leac him westward. In consequence 
the journey westward had to be aban- 
doned, and. Champlain returnéd to 
, Quebec, * 
| Two years later the expedition was 
renewed, and this time catried out 
successfully, It was midsummer when 
Chaniplain, accompanied by twelve 
Franchmen and a small band of In- 
dians, set out from Montreal in ca- 
noes on his extended tour into the in- 
terior of Canada. The journey was 
one of toil and hardship, All day they 
paddled up the river or carried their 
canoes and baggage over the rough 
portages at points where rapids anc 
cataracts made navigation impossible 
—at the Long Sault above Carillon, at 
the Chaudiere opposite Ottawa city, 
at the Chats, the Calumets and the 
many other points where the fickle 
river suddenly changes its placid 
course into a raging torrent. “It 
would be hard to tell you,” wrote 
Champlain in a letter to a friend, 
{how tired I was with paddling all 
| day, with all my strength, among the 
| Indians; wading the rivers a hundred 
‘times and more, through the mud and 
' over the sharp rocks that cut my feet; 
carrying the canoe

the while, for we had nothing to eat 
| but a little sagamite, a sort of por- 
| ridge of water and pounded maize (1n- 
| dian corn), of which they give us a 


very small allowance every morning 
| and night.” 
| At Mattawa a river flows into the 


| Ottawa fromp.the west. This was fol- 
| lowed until it dwindled to a stream 
{too small to foat canoes; and then 
| the portage was taken that brought 
| them to the shores of Lake Nipissing. 
Here dwelt a small pation whose 
pame the lake now bears, a people so 
| beset with demons and givén’ over to 
superstitions that the Jesuit mission- 
aries called them ‘Tho Sorcerers.” 
| Crossing the lake to its outlet their 
canoes now glided. swiftly down the 
| French River. The tén gluttonous In. 
| dians, having by this time devoured 
all the provisions, hunger beenme 
pressing, and the party landed from 
time to tin.s-to gather raspbérries and 
| blueberries. hile collecting their 
dinner one day, from the bushes they 
| suddenly came upon a band of three 
‘hundred Indians, also engaged in 
athering blueberries which they dried 
n the sun for winter yse. “They wore 
their hair in sucha startling fashion 
that Champlain called them the “‘Che- 
veux Releves.”’ “‘Not one of-our cour- 
| tiers,” writes Champlain; ‘takes so 
}much pains in dressing his locks.’ 
| Their enly other bodily adornment 
was the tattooing with which their 
bodies were covered, They were arm- 
|ed with bows and arrows and shields 
but were entirely naked. From them 
Champlain learned that the great lake 
was not far distant. 

After leaving this remarkable band 
of Indians, Champlain and his party 
continued their aohrnsy, and soon 
‘reached the broad expanse of the 

Georgian Bay, Coasting along its 

eastern shores they crossed Byng In- 

let and Parry Sound, now a lake port 
of one of the great railway systems of 
the country ;‘and finally landed a lit- 
tle west of the harbor of Penetan- 

uishene, From there a path led them 

f the villages of the Hurona, which 
were scattered shrough the district ly- 
ing between Lake Huron and Lake 
Simcoe, and which now forms the 
northern part of Simcoe td 
| The visitors were received with open 
arms and given a hearty welcome, 
| principally because Champlain prom- 
| ised to accompany the Hurons on an 
invasion of the country of their im- 

lacable enemies, the Five Nations of 
he Iroquois, The fame of the victory 
over the Mohawks, won chiefly 
through the assistance of Champlain 
and his “white companions, during 
their trip up Lake Champlain in 1609, 
had reached the western Hurons. Fire- 
aris had not yet come into use among 
the Indians, and the Hurons believed 
| that they could easily conquer even 

the ‘fierce Urguels, if they had the 
assistance of Champlain and his com- 
‘ panions, urmed with thunder, as the 
urons described the Frenchmen’s 
arquebuses, or primitive muskets.
